I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  I96I  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district c 

There  has  been  no  unusual,  outbreak  of  illness  during  the  yearD 

The  mid-year  population*  according  to  the  Registrar  General0  s  estimate* 
was  23* 91  Go  The  adjusted  birthrate  was  16o0  per  1*000  of  the  population 
compared  with  the  national  rate  of  17o4*  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  was 
14© 5  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  120Q0 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  only  8C3  per  1*000  live  births*  which 
is  considerably  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  2104o  A  five  year  average 
for  the  district  gives  a  more  accurate  picture*  and  is  20®3o 

For  the  third  year  in  succession*  there  was  no  maternal  deaths  there  has 
only  been  one  such  death  in  the  past  seven  years 0 

Epidemic  disease  consisted  of  measles  and  isolated  cases  of  other  infections 
Four  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  reported*  two  of  them  were  paraXytie0  Further 
details  are  given  on  page  9  • 

A  total  number  of  109  samples  of  milk  were  tested  for  tuberculosis  infection 
and  all  were  negative 0  Fourteen  samples  contained  Brucella  organisms  which  cause 
Undulant  Fever  in  mans  these  came  from  six  different  sources®  Until  a  scheme 
for  the  elimination  of  this  disease  from  cattle  has  been  carried  out*  there  is 
no  doubt  that  heat  treated  milk*  pasteurised  or  sterilised*  is  the  only  milk 
which  can  be  guaranteed  to  be  free  from  distsa.se  producing  organisms® 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  supplied  from  the  public  service  main* 
and  samples  tested  were  satisfactory 0  The  number  of  private  supplies  has  again 
been  reduced*  approximately  50>  of  these  were  unsatisfactory® 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report*  the  Newehiireh  Clearance  Schemes  have 
all  been  approved®  These  contained  1  59  houses  andtjjis  will  result  in  the 
re-design  and  re- development  of  a  new  residential  area  in  this  part  of  the 
district® 

The  Council  ha.s  not  yet  decided,  to  proceed  with  the  establishment  of  Smoke 
Control  Areas*  although  the  low  level  pollution*  better  described  as  °lung  level0 
now  present  in  the  district  comes  mainly  from  houses® 

Considerable  improvement  has  been  effected  by  mills  and  factories*  and  the 
reduction  of  smoke  from  industrial  premises  can  dearly  be  seen®

GENERAL  SUMMARY 


The  Registrar  General,8  s  provisional  figures  for  the  1  961  census  show  that 
the  population  was  now  23*869  against  an  estimated  figure  of  23*91  Go  This  figure 
shows  how  accurate  the  estimates  have  been  during  the  10  year  period  which  has 
elapsed  since  the  previous  census®  The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  i6e0  per  1  ,,000 
of  the  population  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  the  adjusted  death  rate 

was  1 4o 5  per  1 ,000  of  the  population  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  12*0* 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  8*3  1  *000  live  births  compared  with  the 

national  rate 

There  were  six  infant  deaths  of  which  four  occurred  in  the  first  week  of 
life*  There  were  no  maternal  deaths® 

Measles  was  the  principal  epidemic  disease® 

Milk  and  public  water  supplies  gave  satisfactory  results  on  sampling 5 
except  that  organisms  causing  Undulant  Fever  were  present  in  fourteen  milk 
samples® 


Efforts  have  been  continued  to  reduce  industrial  smoke  pollution  and 
propaganda  is  being  carried  out  to  induce  householders  to  reduce  pollution 
from  domestic  fires®  The  Council  has  had  a  detailed  report  on  the  degree  of 
smoke  pollution  and  the  steps  which  can*  and  should*  be  taken  to  reduce  it® 

Discretionary  and  Standard  giants  for  the  improvement  of  houses  were 
approved  in  110  oases®

Ambulance ,  District  Nursing ,  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Serwieeso 

The  following  matters  -are  the  responsibility  of  the  Borough  Councils - 
control  of  infectious  diseases ^  provision  of  suitable  water  supplies^  control 
of  cleansing  and  disposal  of  refuse *  inspection  of  all  food  and  food  preparing 
premises  including  the  inspection  of  all  meat  carcases  at  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  ^  sampling  of  food  stuffs  (milk9  ice  creamy  etc.)  for  bacteriological 
examination^  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factor! es5  shops  and  other 
premise s,  inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  human  habitation, 
statutory  nuisances,  rodent  control ,  offensive  trades 9  smoke  abatement  and  many 
other  matters  concerned,  with  environmental  healths 

Hospital  facilities  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and  Management 
Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  boundaries^ 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and  water  samples  is 
undertaken  without  charge  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Mon  sail  Hospital  9 
Manchester*

SMITARY  C IRCUMSTANCES 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committees: 

Mr0  Chairman 2  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

1  have  the  honour  to  present ,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health*  my  Annual  Report  for  1  961  0  The  report  reviews  work  carried  out  by  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  calender  year  although  a  more  up  to  date 
picture  is  given  in  respect  of  Housing  and  Slum  Clearance  in  view  of  its  current 
interest*  whilst  the  report  on  Public  Cleansing  covers  the  financial  year  up  to 
31 st  March*  1 96 2 0 

During  the  year*  a  further  90  houses  were  represented  as  unfit*  61  of  them 
being  included  in  Clearance  Areas  and  the  rest  became  subject  to  Closing  or 
Demolition  Orders  0  The  Kewchnrch  representations  were  completed  making  a  total 
of  159  houses  within  the  Oempul sory  Purchase  Orders*  By  the  time  of  writing 
this  report*  we  had  received  Ministry  confirmation  in  respect  of  all  these 
houses*  and  1 962  should  see  a  substantial  clearance  of  this  old  historical,  part 
of  Rawtenstallo  The  following  report  gives  more  details  of  the  progress  in 
slum  clea.ra.nce*  but  briefly  the  position  is  that  the  number  of  houses  represented 
as  unfit  since  slum  clearance  started  six  years  ago  amount  to  593 ,  which  is 
virtually  according  to  t  he  original  approved  programme  of  1 00  houses  per  year* 

Up  to  the  end  of  March  19 62 §  5^9  houses  were  the  subject  of  confirmed  Orders* 
and  only  52  of  these  houses  remained  occupied*  Completion  of  the  second  five 
year  slum  clearance  programme  comprising  556  houses  will  result  in  substantial 
inroads  having  been  made  in  the  large  local  problem  of  substandard  houses* 
Acceleration  of  the  slum  clearance  programme  as  suggested  by  the  Ministry  could 
result  in  the  couplet  ion  of  present  visualised  -clearance  schemes  and  substantial 
conversion  of  suitable  back  to  back  houses  within  the  next  ten  years0  If  this 
can  be  achieved*  I  believe  Rawtenstall  would  have  every  reason  for  being  proud 
of  its  efforts  in  dealing  with  the  large  problem  of  substandard  houses  left  by 
the  Industrial  Revolution* 

The  report  this  year  in  addition  to  covering  activities  for  1961*  assesses 
the  progress  made  since  special  schemes  were  inaugurated  in  respect  of  water 
supply  conversions*  sanitary  conversions*  rodent  control  and  clean  air*  and 
the  Committee  will  see  the  extent  of  the  problems  still  to  pursue*,  Summarising 
the  main  features  of  these  important  aspects  of  our  environment*  we  observe 
the  following  factss 

(a)  Water  Supply 

Houses  served  by  private  water  supplies  apart  from  isolated  farms  and 
cottages  now  amount  to  785  as  against  1  *896  ten  years  agoc  252  of  these 
houses  will  be  affected  by  clearance  schemes  whilst  a  further  292  houses 
have  a  chlorinated  private  supply  which  requires  keeping  under  constant 
review  along  with  40  small  untreated,  supplies  serving  the  remaining  241 
outstanding  houses 0 
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(b)  Sanitary  Conversions 

Serious  attempt  to  eliminate  the  insanitary  "tipper51  closet  commenced  in 
1952,  when  a  grant  scheme  was  initiatedo  This  scheme  together  with 
standard  and  discretionary  grant  schemes  and  the  demolition  of  unfit 
houses  has  reduced  their  numbers  by  1,765  in  the  ten  year  periodo 
Probably  an  equal ^  number  remains,  but  some  will  be  cleared  with  associated 
unfit  houses,  and  a  survey  is  at  present  being  carried  out  to  ascertain  the 
true  outstanding  figure0  The  number  of  pail  closets  has  been  reduced  by 
nearly  4 Ofo  during  the  same  period  and  only  five  such  closets  remain  at 
houses  which  are  not  to  be  condemned  and  within  a  practicable  distance  of 
a  3 ewer o 

(c)  Rodent  Control 

The  two  most  important  sources  of  rodent  infestation  in  Rawtenstail  are 
the  sewers  and  the  nine  miles  of  river  banks  in  the  area0  Application 
of  new  tedriniqu.es  since  1956  have  considerably  reduced  the  sewer  rat 
population,,  In  that  year*  347  of  the  town9  s  2,000  manholes  were  found 
to  be  infested,  with  no  section  (100  manholes  each)  clear,  and  the  worst 
section  showing  a  4 3fo  degree  of  infestationG  Last  year1  s  treatment 
revealed  only  18  infested  manholes  throughout  the  town  in  7  scattered 
sections,,  leaving  11  sections  completely  free  from  infest  at  ion0 

Treatment  of  river  banks  was  commenced  in  1 9 53 9  and  although  the  length 
treated  each  year  is  rather  dependant  on  weather  conditions ,  every  effort 
is  made  to  undertake  as  much  work  as  possible0  The  total  weight  of  poison 
bait  first  taken  over  the  whole  river  system  was  128  XbsQ  -  enough  to  kill 
5,000  rats  -  during  the  latest  complete  treatment ,  46  lbs 0  of  poison  bait  was 
taken.  The  reduction  is  satisfactory,  but  justifies  no  relaxation  in  effort* 

(d)  Atmospheric  Pollution 

In  the  field  of  atmospheric  pollution,  and  efforts  taken  to  produce  cleaner 
air*  I  feel  special  tribute  should  be  paid  to  those  local  industrialists 
who  have  co-operated  so  well  with  this  Department,  particularly  since  1958, 
when  survey  of  all  industrial  establishments  in  the  Borough  was  undertaken 
in  the  light  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956c,  Prom  the  details  given  In  the 
report,  it  can  be  seen  that  over  the  last  four  years,  the  coal  consumption 
by  industry  during  peak  winter  months  has  been  reduced  by  one  half,  following 
the  installation  of  improved  mechanical  methods  of  coal.,  firing,  the  replace¬ 
ment  of  coal  by  oil,  and  the  electrification  of  machinery  driving  power 0 
The  industrial  smoke  reduction  by  all  these  methods  has  been  most 
gratifying  and  further  improvements  are  contemplated  this  yearQ 

I  think  the  above  remarks  show  that  improvement  is  being  made  in  local 
environmental  conditions  concerning  housing,  sanitation,  pest  infestation, 
and  atmospheric  pollution,.  Other  improvement s  of  recent  years  reflected 
in  the  Department 8  s  activities  following  action  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agricult  tire.  Fisheries  and  Food,  are  revealed  by  the  absence  of  any 
tuberculous  ,samples  of  milk  (6%  of  the  samples  were  positive  In  1954)$  meat 
Inspection  in  1  961  resulted  in  the  rejection  of  only  68  lbsG  of  tuberculous 
meat  and  offal  as  against  nearly  six  tons  in  1955*  the  first  conplete  year 
following  the  opening  of  local  si  aught  erhous  e  s  0, .  Incidentally,  double  the 
number  of  cattle  were  slaughtered  last  year  compared  with  1955o 
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I  again  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  thanks  to  members 
of  the  Health  and  other  Committees  for  their  encouragement  and  support,  -and 
also  to  express  my  appreciation  to  other  Chief  Officers  and  their  staff  for 
their  wholehearted  co-operation*

WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  exception  of  95  houses  in  the  Cowpe  district ,  which  are  supplied 
from  mains  provided  and  maintained,  by  the  Baoup  Corporation*  the  public  water 
supply  to  8 £ 22.5  houses  in  the  Borough  ia  furnished  by  the  Irwell  Valley  Water 
Board*  The  remaining  942  houses  are  supplied  from  private  sources*  the  water 
being  piped  into  the  houses  in  all  but  four  instances 0  Eighty- six  new  houses 
and  five  existing  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  supply  during  the  yearc 

1 »  HiBLJG  SUPPLY 

Upland  surface  reservoirs  at  01  owb  ridge*  Greenfold  and  Clough  Bottom* 
all  of  which  are  chlorinated  and  filtered*  provide  the  source  for  the  main 
public  supply o  Owing  to  certain  'waters  being  derived  from  peaty  moorlands 
there  is  a  liability  to  plumb©” solvency  and  the  water  is  lime  treated  to 
overcome  thise  152  examinations  for  plumfao~  solvency  were  made  and  found  to  be 
mainly  satisfactory 0  The  Water  Board  also  reports  that  satisfactory  results 
were  obtained  from  1  7 6  bacteriological  and  56  chemical  examinations  carried 
out  during  the  year* 

2«  PRIVATE  SUPPLIES 

Briefly  the  position  at  the  end  of  1 961  was  that  out  of  an  original 
1*896  houses  which  were  served  by  private  supply*  in  areas  where  conversion 
schemes  were  reasonably  practicable*  785  houses  remained  outstanding* 
which  includes  413  houses  connected  to  the  now  chlorinated  private  supply* 

In  the  event  of  this  supply  maintaining  a  constantly  wholesome  standard 
and  having  regard  to  houses  scheduled  in  proposed  clearance  areas  the 
balance  of  outstanding  houses  is  241  0  All  the  outstanding  large  supplies 
have  now  been  dealt  with  and  the  remaining  properties  are  scattered  over  a 
comparatively  large  number  of  small  supplies*  Seventy- three  samples  were 
collected  for  bacteriological  examination*  43  of  which  were  found  to  be 
unsat  i  sf act  ory  * 


DRAINAGE  AM)  SEWERAGE 


The  sewerage  scheme  is  on  the  separate  system*  The  sewage  disposal  plant 
is  situated  in  the  neighbouring  town  of  Hasling  den  and  is  controlled  by  the 
Ha&Lingden,  R&wtenstall  and  Bacup  Outfall  Sewage  Board0  Treatment  is  by 
precipitation  and  filtration* 

Seventy-eight  new  houses  and  one  existing  house  have  been  connected  to 
the  sewerage  system  during  the  year  and  tills  is  the  total  extent  of  new  work 
undertaken®  Three  hundred  and  four  houses  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage 
system  but  the  majority  of  these  are  outlying  farms  and  cottages  not  connected 
by  reason  of  their  isolation* 

There  were  24-8  inspections  made  in  connection  with  drainage  defects  and 
513  complaints  of  blocked  drains  and  closets  were  dealt  with  by  the  Department 
during  the  year*  The  employment  of  a  man  for  the  prompt  release  of  blocked 
drains  provides  a  'valuable  service  and  complaints  are  normally  dealt  with 
within  24  hours  of  receipt* 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  which  came  Into  operation  during  the  year  con¬ 
tained  improved  legislation  enabling  prompt  action  to  be  taken  with  blocked  and 
defective  drains  and  sewers*  Notices  requiring  the  remedy  of  stopped  up 
drains  etc*,  may  be  immediately  served  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
where  action  in  default  is  required,  your  Council  has  delegated  Its  functions 
to  the  Health  Sub-Committee  In  order  that  such  nuisances  can  be  dealt  with 
expedition  sly  *  For  the  same  reason  the  Sub-Committee  ©Iso  received 
delegated  powers  for  necessary  action  under  Sections  1 7  and  26  of  the  I96I  Act, 
dealing  with  repairs  to  drains  and  private  sewers,  and  defective  premises  where 
urgent  nuisances  require  abating B 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  Rivers  Irwell,  Limy  Water  and  Whitewall  Brook  are  polluted  by 
industrial  premises  in  the  area  and  improvement  In  this  matter  is  one  of  the 
chief  sanitary  requirements  in  this  district,  ail  hough  in  recent  years  the 
last  mentioned  stream  lias  been  appreciably  improved  and  fishing  takes  place 
over  an  appreciable  length* 

The  most  offensive  section  of  river  Is  the  Liny  Water  with  an  estimated 
dry  weather  flow  of  no  more  than  %  million  gallons  per  day*  When  it  is 
considered  that  the  daily  effluent  from  the  two  largest  works  on  the  banks 
is  2  million  gallons  It  can  be  seen  that  the  stream  is  practically  made  up  of 
trade  waste  during  periods  of  drought «  Complaints  were  again  referred  to  the 
Mersey  Rivers  Board  concerning  the  effluent  from  a  particular  works  in  the 
area*  During  the  year,  the  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1  96I ,  was 
placed  on  the  statute  booke  This  Act,  Inter  alia,  will  ultimately  require  all 
trade  effluents  to  be  approved  before  going  into  rivers  and  standards  may  be 
laid  down*  This  provision  is  expected  to  be  operative  In  1962,  and  enquiries 
were  made  from  the  Board  as  to  its  likely  application  to  the  particular  works 
in  question*  We  have  been  assured  that  the  Board  will  give  very  close 
attention  to  the  standard  of  effluent  to  be  discharged,  but  in  the  light  of 
present  scientific  knowledge,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  anjr  economically 
practicable  method  of  securing  a  completely  satisfactory  effluent* 

Discussions  with  the  Board  were  proceeding  when  this  report  was  written* 
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Contact  was  made  on  a  number  of  other  occasions  during  the  year  with 
the  Mersey  Elvers  Boards  and  the  fullest  co-operation  was  obtained  from 
the  officers  concerned,.  The  area  of  the  Board  is  based  on  the  natural 
drainage  areas  of  rivers  and.  streams  which  ultimately  feed  the  Elver  Mersey 0

Satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  converting  or  abolishing 
the  insanitary  waste  water  closet  which  for  so  long  has  been  a  feature  of 
the  town9  s  sanitary  accommodation©  15^  conversions  were  carried  out,  99 
through  the  Council °s  scheme  of  contribution  whereby  £10  is  granted  for  each 
waste  water  closet  converted  and  52  by  way  of  discretionary  or  standard  grant sQ 
There  still  remains  however ,  approximately  1,700  waste  water  closets  in 
existence  in  the  town,  although  many  of  these  are  associated  with  property 
which  will  ultimately  be  demolished©  A  survey  is  at  present  under  progress 
to  ascertain  the  number  remaining  at  property  which  has  a  reasonable  life© 

One  would  like  to  see  a  drive  to  remove  all  this  type  of  accommodation  with 
statutory  enforcement  if  necessary ,  on  similar  lines  to  that  applied  to  the 
conversion  of  private  water  supply  schemes 0 


Since  the  Council’s  scheme  was  instituted  in  May,  1952,  applications 
have  been  approved  for  the  conversion  of  48  pail  closets  and  1  ,073  waste 
water  closets©  Grants  approved  total  £1  ,062®  1 0  4d©  in  respect  of  pails  and 
£10,256®  5o  3d©  in  respect  of  waste  water  closets© 

There  still  remains  254  pail  closets  in  the  Borough,  134  of  which  are 
emptied  by  the  department  by  a  weekly  collection,  the  remaining  120  pails 
are  situated  at  farms  too  remote  and  inaccessible  for  emptying  purposes© 

Since  1952,  98  pa.il  closets  have  been  abolished  either  by  way  of  grant 
schemes  or  housing  action©

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3®  There  has  been  a  large  decrease  in  the  number  of  boilers  fired  with  '■  sprinkler8 
stokers  which  have  proved  in  the  past  very  difficult  to  operate  without 
producing  excessive  amounts  of  smoke 0  Where  oil  has  not  replaced  coal  as 
the  fuel *  the  ten&ancy  lias  been  to  provide  chain  grate  stokers  which  can 
operate  smoke! essly0 

4o  Another  improvement  carried  out  by  industry  and  not  directly  shown  in  the 
above  table*  although  it  has  reduced  coal  consumption*  is  the  replacement 
of  the  old  steam  engine  by  electric  motors  to  provide  machinery  driving

RawtenstalX  has  not  been  designated  as  a  0 black  area8  and  to  date  no 
action  has  been  taken  towards  the  creation  of  smoke  control  areas0  The 
authority  is*  however*  a  member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North 
Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric 
Pollutiono  Twenty  five  local  authorities  participate  in  the  3eheme0  Two 
volumetric  instruments  measuring  amounts  of  smoke  am  sulphur  dioxide  in  the 
atmosphere  are  situated*,  one  at  the  Department 8  s  office  in  the  town,  centre * 
and  the  other  in  a  first  floor  room  of  the  Hall  Carr  Go-operative  Grocery 
Store0  Records  are  also  kept  of  rainfall *  wind  direction*  wind  force  and 
temperatures*  in  order  to  correlate  the  influence  of  meteorological  conditions 
on  levels  of  atmospheric  pollution*  The  average  smoke  concentration  readings 
for  1961  reveal  that  172  and  209  micro  gramme  s  per  cubic  metre  of  air  were 
respectively  recorded  by  the  Town  Centra  and  Hall  Carr  apparatus0  The 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  gives  the  average  daily 
smoke  concentration  for  61  towns  and  boroughs  in  the  North  of  England  as 
219  micro  grammes  per  cubic  metrec  The  figures  are  similar  to  the  results 
obtained  by  27  authorities  in  the  Inner  London  belto  There  is*  therefore* 
no  reason  for  this  authority  to  feel  smug  about  its  exclusion  from  the 
“black  areas8  *  as  although  not  suffering  from  very  heavy  pollution*  the 
atmosphere  could  be  improved  by  domestic  smoke  control 0  Decision  on  this 
matter  has  since  been  taken  in  1  962*  following  detailed  consideration  of  all 
relevant  matters  and  this  authority  has  agreed  for  the  time  being  not  to 
declare  any  smoke  control  areas 0

Monthly  reports  on  the  whole  of  this  work  are  forwarded  to  the  Department 
of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research^  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  *  Stevenage,,  and 
valuable  comparisons  with  other  areas  are  provided,,  whilst  a  monthly  summary  is 
issued  for  all  recording  stations  in  the  country0  The  results  are  also  forwarded 
to  the  Technical  Officer  of  the  Consultative  Committee  previously  referred  to<9 
and  the  participating  authorities  regularly  examine  and  discuss  the  significance

SEWER  TREATMENTS 


The  sewers  in  the  town  were  treated  twice  during  the  yearB  During  the  second 
maintenance  treatment  *  no  manholes  were  revealed  to  he  infested*  and  this  has  never 
been  achieved  before*  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  freedom  from  infestation 
can  be  maintained*  but  it  should  be  possible  to  keep  infestation  levels  at  a  low 
figure*  It  is  maintained  that  these  good  results  have  been  due  to  the  adoption 
in  1956  of  the  extended  baiting  technique*  and  the  use  of  paxamitrophenol  as  a 
mould  inhibiter*  In  resistant  areas*  warfarin  treatments  have  been  given  in 
lieu  of  the  direct  poisons*  The  following  table  gives  the  results  of  this  year*  s

OUTWORKERS 


In  accordance  with  Section  110  of  the  Factories  Act*  1937$  notifications 
on  the  August  list  were  received  from  seven  factory  occupiers  in  the  Borough 
that  20  outworkers  were  employed  in  classes  of  work  specified  by  Order®

connected  with  the  slipper  industry*  In  8  cases*  where  the  outworker 
carried  on  work  outside  the  Borough,  the  appropriate  Local  Authorities 
were  informed*, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  collection  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 
Two  16/18  cubic  yard  rear  loading  vehicles  each  operate  with  six  men  per  team; 
one  12  cubic  yard  rear  loading  vehicle*  delivered  during  the  year*  operates  with 
four  men*  and  one  7  cubic  yard  side  loading  vehicle  operates  with  two  men  and 
is  engaged  mainly  on  waste  paper  collection  and  miscellaneous  collections®

Originally  measured  by  the  foreman  working  with  the  various  t earns *  each  district 
was  allocated  a  certain  number  of  bins  to  complete  per  weeks  To  date  the 
system  ensuring  a  regular  weekly  collection  seems  to  have  been  flexible  enough 
to  have  coped  with  a  reduction  from  a  44  to  42  hour'  working  week*  difficulties 
in  recruiting  suitable  labour*  adverse  weather  conditions*  new  building  resulting 
in  longer  carries  of  dustbins  than  those  associated  with  demolished  houses^  all 
without  increase  in  staffo  The  number  of  working  days  lost  due  to  sickness 
amounted  to  205 9  or  nearly  the  equivalent  to  the  loss  of  -  labour  of  one  nan  for 
a  full  year0  The  change-over  in  labour1  was  appreciable*  one  half  of  the  men 
were  new  recruits  during  the  yearc 

REFUSE  STORAGE 


Refuse  storage  arrangements  are*  on  the  whole*  maintained  by  property 
owners  in  a  satisfactory  condition®  With  very  few  exceptions  they  respond 
readily  to  informal  notice  from  the  Department  and  request  us  to  supply 
renewal  So  During  the  year  355  dustbins  were  supplied  by  the  Department  0 

Generally*  therefore*  the  bins  throughout  the  town  are  of  standard  type* 
mainly  of  the  2§-  cu0  ft®  B080S0  pattern®  Refuse  is  collected  from  54712 
premises®  The  worst  feature  of  the  storage  accommodation  is  in  connection  with 
certain  types  of  back- 1 ©-back  houses  where  communal  bin  stores  and  sharing  of 
dustbins  is  an  unsatisfactory  feature® 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  operation  of  a  Hydraulic  Loading  Shovel  since  1 958  continues  to  give 
every  satisfaction  and  enables  controlled  tipping  to  be  carried  on  in  the 
truest  sense®  The  shovel  acting  as  a  dozer  levels  the  tipped  refuse*  consolidates 
and  covers  adequately  by  utilising  the  material  from  the  old  tip®  The  old  tipped 
material  forms  an  effective  covering  material*  the  refuse  having  broken  down  into 
an  innocuous  ash  like  material®  No  refuse  is  exposed  longer  than  24  hours  and 
there  is  complete  coverage  of  the  tip  for  each  week-end®  The  effective  and 
prompt  sealing  reduced  the  risk  of  rat  infestation*  and  although  three  check 
treatments  were  given  during  the  year*  only  minor  infestations  were  revealed® 

The  fracture  and  settlement  of  the  concrete  culvert  passing  under  the  tip  caused 
great  concern  during  the  year*  and  a  new  scheme  of  oul verting  had  to  be  designed® 
Loan  sanction  has  now  been  received  for  borrowing  £6*847  for  the  purposes  of 
constructing;  the  new  culvert*  which  requires  carrying  out  as  early  as  possible 
in  view  of  the  defective  condition  of  the  old  culvert®  This  scheme  was  also 
tied  in  with  the  tip  development  scheme®  Negotiations  were  successfully 
completed  during  the  year  for  the  lease  of  544  acres  of  land  on  the  westerly 
side  of  the  present  tip®  The  proposed  scheme  of  tipping  which  received 
planning  approval  is  expected  to  be  spread  over  12-15  years*  following  which 
it  will  be  soiled  and  re- seeded*  and  revert  back  as  a  level  plateau  to

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  detailed  progress  report,  together  with  a  second 
five  year  slum  clearance  programme  was  submitted  in  April,  1962,  and  the  figures 
covered  the  period  to  the  end  of  March,  1962,  these  more  up  to  date  figures  are 
included  in  this  part  of  the  report  in  order  to  avoid  confusion* 


593  houses  have  so  far  been  represented  as  unfit,  and  up  to  March,,  1962,, 
529  of  these  had  been  confirmed®  Displacements  had  taken  place  from  477  of 
these  houses*,  of  which  366  had  been  demolished  or  closed®  The. original  five 
year  plan  provided  for  the  representation  of  48  5  houses,  whereas  593  houses 
have  been  represented  in  a  six  year  period0  Submission  of  a  second  five  year 
programme  was  not  possible  until  the  house  building  programme  could  proceed,, 
and  this  has  been  held  up  by  the  shortage  of  architectural  staff*  This  delay 
in  building  new  houses  has  resulted  in  much  re- housing  having  been  effected 
by  Council  house  re-let s,  and  also  has  influenced  the  demolition,  of  the 
buildings ,  which  is  about  twelve  months  behind  schedule  * 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  659  applicants  for  Council  houses , 
of  'which  421  were  included  in  the  first  priority  list  on  the  qualifying 
grounds  prescribed  by  the  Housing  Conmittee0 

There  were  no  cases  of  overcrowding  occurring  in  Council  houses  during 
the  yearD 

The  house  building  programme  has  been  integrated  with  the  proposed 
clearance  programme  f  to  make  provision  for  the  rehousing  of  the  displaced 
families  in  the  vicinity  of  their  present  locality  so  far  as  practical 0 
Schemes  for  the  erection  of  36  houses  and  8  flats  were  in  hand,,  and  a 
further  116  houses flats  and  bungalows  were  contemplated  at  the  end  of  the 
year*

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY 


The  supervision  of  milk  production  on  farms  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Local  authorities  are  still 
responsible  for  many  important  duties  connected  with  milk  distribution^ 
including  the  sampling  of  milk  after  it  leaves  the  farm.  They  also  possess 
the  powers  for  prevention  of  infection  of  milks  and  duties  in  connection  with 
water  supply ,  sewage  disposal  and  housing  at  farm  and  dairy  premises. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations) (Specified  Areas)  Order 9  1958,  came  into 
operation  in  Rawtenstall  on  the  14th  April,  1958 ,  and  from  that  date,  all  retail 
dairymen  were  compelled  to  sell  their  milk  under  designation,  i0e0  tuberculin 
tested  milk  which  is  untreated,  and  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk,  which  are 
treated  by  heat.  Some  40  producer  retailers  deliver  milk  in  the  Borough.

The  results  of  the  above  milk  sampling  clearly  indicates  that  tuberculin 
tested  milk  is  not  necessarily  safe  milk,  as  probably  some  15  2Q$  of  the 

raw  milk  retailed  in  the  Borough  is  infected  with  organisms  of  the  Brucella 
groups  which  can  cause  brucellosis  or  undulant  fever  in  mane  All  T.T0  raw  milk 
samples  are  now  tested  for  the  preseme  of  tubercle  and  brucella  organisms. 
Supplementing  our  own  sampling  which  aims  to  cover  each  producer  retailer  at 
least  coca  a  year,  the  Lancashire  County  Council  also  submit  their  milk  sample  % 
collected  for  quality  assessment,  to  the  biological  tests  and  notify  us  of  any 
adverse  results®  They  submitted.  74  samples  for  examination  during  1  961 0 
Although  more  accurate,  the  guinea  pig  inoculation  takes  six  weeks  to  give  a 
result,  and  when  positive  results  are  obtained  after  such  a  delay,  batch  and 
individual  cow  samples  are  collected  in  .all  cases,  and  first  submitted  to  culture 
test,  which  usually  takes  a  week  to  ten  days0  Doubtful  cases  as  indicated  by 
the  preliminary  Ring  test,  which  give  no  positive  cultural  result,  are  subject 
to  the  guinea  pig  inoculation  test*  During  1961,  the  County  Council  notified 
us  of  four  brucella  infected  milk  samples0  We  also  had  positive  results  from 
two  milk  supplies®  In  all  six  cases,  group,  followed  by  individual  cow  samples 
were  collected  to  try  to  isolate  the  infected  animal  or  animals®  The  following 
results  were  obtained®  In  four  instances,  it  was  possible  to  isolate  the 
animal.,  in  two  of  the  cases  the  farmer  slaughtered  the  animal,  and  in  the 
other  two  cases,  an  undertaking  was  given  to  keep  the  milk  separate  from  the 
remainder,  and  send  it  for  heat  treatment.  Subsequent  follow  up  samples  from 
the  four  herds  all  proved  satisfactory®  In  the  other  two  cases,  individual 
cow,  and  later  herd,  samples  have  proved  satisfactory®  In  one  of  these 
cases,  there  was  some  grounds  for  believing  a  possibly  infected  animal  had  been 
slaughtered  between  the  date  of  sampling  and  the  receipt  of  the  biological 
report®  The  fact  that  this  organism  can  be  intermittently  excreted  in  the  milk 
makes  sampling  somewhat  difficult,  although  culture  test  with  its  quicker 
result  can  overcome  some  of  the  disadvantages  of  the  guinea  pig  inoculation® 
Despite  the  technical  difficulties  and  the  inadequacy  of  present  legislation, 
it  is  considered  that  with  the  co-operation  of  farmers,  such  as  has  been 
obtained  here,  the  system  of  follow  sampling  and  control  can  do  much  to  reduce 
the  risk  of  acquiring  bovine  brucellosis®  With  the  virtual  eradication  of 
bovine  tuberculosis  in  the  country,  one  would  like  to  see  more  attention  given 
to  the  problem  of  brucellosis,  and  its  eradication,  as  has  been  successfully 
achieved  in  the  Scandinavian  countries®  In  the  meanwhile,  canpulscry  heat 
treatment  of  raw  milk  in  areas  where  sampling  has  shown  brucellosis  infection 
of  cattle  to  be  fairly  widespread  would  be  a  safeguard® 
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MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  four  private 
slaughterhouses  were  inspected  prior  to  release  for  human  consumption®  In  order 
to  maintain  this  system  of  inspection*  work  outside  normal  working  hours* 
including  Sundays*  was  necessitated®  There  was  an  appreciable  increase  in  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year*  there  being  an  increase  from 
2*029  cattle  to  3*230  ca‘k'^Le*  and  from  9  <>955  sheep  and  lambs  to  16*509 
sheep  and  lambs*  compared  with  1960o  The  output  has  more  than  doubled  that 
applying  during  the  first  couplet e  year  (1955)  that  the  local  slaughterhouses 
were  opened®  Until  last  year*  the  amount  of  locally  killed  meat  was  approximately 
suffi cient  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  own  population*  this  quantity  has  been 
doubled  and  this  authority  were  ©legible  last  year  for  an  Exchequer  Grant  of 
£145*  3®  9d®  under  a  Government  scheme  assisting  authorities  with  the  cost  of 
meat  inspection  where  this  is  above  their  normal  quota® 

All  meat  and  offal  is*  immediately  after  condemnation*  collected  by  the 
Department*  stained  with  green  dye  and  later  sold  for  manufacture  into  feeding 
meals  and  fertilisers®  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  meat  are  credited  to 
the  butcher  suffering  loss*  whilst  income  from  the  sale  of  offal  defrays  the 
Corporation®  s  handling  charges®  This  system  has  worked  satisfactorily  and 
ensures  proper  control  and  satisfactory  disposal  of  diseased  meat  and  offals® 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  (Area  Eradication)  Order*  1950*  as  from  the 
1st  March*  I960*  the  compulsory  eradication  of  cattle  tuberculosis  was 
undertaken  by  the  Veterinary  Staff  of  the  Animal  Health  Branch  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture*  Fisheries  and  Food  in  all  outstanding  herds  or 
collect  ions  of  nonfat  tested  cattle®  The  effect  of  this  and  the  voluntary 
testing  scheme  which  has  operated  for  the  past  two  years  has  made  a 
spectacular  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle®  This 
is  particularly  noticeable  when  comparing  the  post  mortem  meat  inspection 
returns  for  the  past  few  years®  The  meat  inspection  records  for  1955# 
the  first  complete  year  following  the  decontrol  of  meat  supplies* 
revealed  that  49$>  of  cows  and  2 9%  of  cattle  other  than  cows  were  found 
to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  in  varying  degrees*  which  necessitated 
the  condemnation  of  7,201  lbs®  of  meat  and  5,437  lbs®  of  offal®  In  1961 
only  »17?S  of  cows  and  o0i$S  of  cattle  other  than  cows  were  found  to  be 
affected |  the  condemnation  figures  for  tuberculosis  being  2G  lbs®  of  meat 
and  48  lbs®  of  offal®  The  Department  co-operated  with  the  Ministry  in 
reporting  to  them  any  case  where  lesions  of  tuberculosis  were  found  during 
routine  inspection  in  order  that  an  attempt  may  be  made  to  trace  the  source 
of  the  disease® 

Works  of  improvement  to  all  slaughterhouses  were  commenced  during  the  year* 
and  should  be  completed  at  the  end  of  1962®  The  Council 9  s  slaughterhouse  report 
was  accepted  by  the  Minister  and  the  9 appointed  day9  for  the  construction 
regulations  to  apply  to  all  four’  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  is  to  be 
January  1st*  1963®  This  date  was  considered  to  be  the  earliest  practicable 
date  consistent  with  the  achievement  of  adequate  slaughterhouse  facilities* 
while  allowing  reasonable  time  for  existing  slaughterhouse  owners  to  carry¬ 
out  necessary*  and  in  most  cases  extensive  improvements®
